Fierce sky duels raged all along

Dover to London., ttarting at 9 a. 
m. and continuing late Into the 
day. . 


Once, the air ministry said, the 


) German mass formations crossed 


the Dover coast and penertated 40 
miles inland—within 20 miles of 
London—but "none reached their 
goal." 


"The 
fourth attack 
was 
the 
largest," the ministry's communi- 
que said. "About 180 airchaft flew 
In over Dungenesa 
and 
again 


penetrated inland, but they were 
engaged and broken 
up 
before 


reaching the outskirta of London, 


"A few enemy airchaft, however, 


evaded our defenses and succeeded 
in dropping bombs in the western 
suburbs. Here damage was done 
and casualties were caused..."

purposes. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30— 0<P)— 


Congress put a $1,000,000,000 ex- 
cess profits tax bill at the top of 
its calendar today after a senate- 
house committee finished redraft- 
ing the measure to include a boost 
in the normal corporation income 
tax rate from the present 20.9 to 
24 per cent. 


The income tax increase would 


be in addition to the 25 to 50 per 
cent excess profits levy provided 
in the bill and. like the latter, 
would apply to 1940 corporation 
income. Special lower income tax 
rates for corporations earning less 
than $25000 would not be affect- 
ed by the Income tax increase. 


Final agreement on the legisla- 


tion was reached yesterday. 


Senator Harrison (D-Miss), con- 


ference chairman, said the house 
would call 
up 
the 
agreement 


Tuesday, with the senate probably 
following suit the next day. 


Revising here and deleting there, 


the conference committee lopped 
off the bill a 309-page amendment, 
offered by Senator Connally (D-. 
Tex) and approved by the senate, 
which would have decreed new 
high taxes for wartime. To have 
been effective automatically with 
a declaration of war, this amend- 
ment would have Increased the 
normal individual Income tax to 
10 per cent, .

Gayda,

fascist writer, said In Rome to- 


ifday Gibraltar would be returned to 


Spain by the axis. He didn't aay 
how the Rome-Berlin brotherhood 
would get the big rock, and he 
didn't claim that Spain waa ready 
to enter the war.

We may know more about this 


after Spanish Generalissimo Fran- 
co's special envoy, Ramon Suner, 
has completed 
his 
forthcoming 


visit to Rome. There can be no 
doubt that Franco wishes to avoid 
active participation In the 
war. 


His country la ahattered ffom the 
effects of the recent civil war and 
In no condition for further hos- 
tllltlea. 


Should Franco join the axis ac- 


tively Britain In all 
probability 


would clamp the naval blockade 
down on him, and that would be 
a catastrophe for 
his 
country. 


However, many believe that Hit- 
ler and Mussolini will bring pres- 
sure to bear so that Franco at 
least may grant them bases on 
Spanish soil for oprations against 
Gibraltar. 


The winning of the battle of 


the Mediterranean has become the 
big thing In the lives of the axis 
partners in view of the failure of 
the Nazis thus far to defeat Eng- 
land on her own home grounds.

B. E. Sackett, special agent in 
charge of the FBI In New York, 
said neither J. Edgar Hoover, KB!

as targets

bombs. 


Preliminary reports of the day's 


air fighting over southern 
Eng- 


land showed that the British had 
lost 38 planes and 14 German air- 
craft 
failed to return, informed 


German sources said. 


Changing 
weather 
conditions, 


they insisted, did not hamper the 
German fliers in unloading bombs 
over London docks and other spots 
in southern 
England.

caused, they said, was "extraord- 
inary."

There will be one local draft
